Huge Searchlights of Many Colors 
Enhance Beauty of Nature'* Great 
Show. 


All the folks of Niagara Falls crossed 


the river into Canada the other night 
+9 con t'1"'" TV* orator fpllt: 11]»jml- 
nated by 1,115,000,000 candle power. 
The figures sound big, but they are ac- 
curate and in keeping with all the 
other statistics concerning Niagara, 
says a Niagara Falls correspondent of 
the New York Post. 


The procession over the border was 


led, at least figuratively, by Anthony 
C. Douglass, mayor of the city of Ni- 
agara Falls. He brought about the il- 
lumination as an experiment. If his 
people approve, the New York town 
will buy the plant for $100,000 and 
will maintain it as a municipal enter- 
prise at a cost of about §3,000 a year. 
To be perfectly frank, it is to be a 
great spectacular advertisement for 
Niagara Falls and the nearby places 
on the Canadian side. 


W. D'A. Kjan, the illuminating en- 


gineer of the General Electric com- 
pany, is the man who has done this 
tbibg. 
He evidently anticipated ob- 


jection and explained that he had 
pever lost sight of Niagara as it is fnd 
hadn't for one moment thought he 
could improve upon it. 
He ?'mply 


sought to continue nature's great show 
after dark. He promises, and so does 
Mayor Douglass, that no brand of 
whisky or patent medicine shall ever 
be flashed upon the cascade or worked 
out in colored lights upon the clouds 
of mist. So, after all, the illumination 
does not cheapen America's great Ni- 
agara. It merely cheats the night by 
turning it Into day all up and down 
the gorge. It gives wonderful tints to 
the falls themselves and to the vapor 
above them. The sensational feature 
of the night light is that it is con- 
centrated on the foaming waters of the 
American and Canadian falls, making 
them stand out dazzlingly distinct 
against the blackness of the grim rock 
cliffs between and on the outer sides. 


The batteries of illumination consist 


of fifty powerful searchlights equipped 
with both thirty inch and sixty inch 
projectors and operated by electrical 
engines of 300 horsepower. Their com- 
bined light is the equivalent of that of 
1,115,000,000 candles, and the fifty rays, 
when thrown up together in a vertical 
column, make a shaft of light visible 
for 125 miles. 


All the rest of the plant consists of 


color "scintillators," which are circular 
frames surrounding disks of colored 
gelatine, which give to the shafts of 
light all the colors that can be imag- 
ined and some perhaps which can't 
be imagined unless a person is stand- 
ins just above the gorge, literally and 
figuratively drinking in the mist of 
jp.rny hues. 


The batteries are mounted below the 


falls on the Canadian side. Those on 
the low ground near the river's edge 
throw their beams up to meet the fall- 
ing foam, while the batteries on the 
heights" plunge their rays into the 
crests of the two cascades, so that, alt 
told, half a million square feet of 
tumbling, roaring water is illuminated. 


At 8 o'clock, the hour set for turning 


on the lights, the balconies and veran- 
das of the Clifton House, on the Cana- 
dian side of the river, and all the 
walks and terraces of Queen Victoria 
park were crowded -with onlookers, 
who numbered well up into the tens of 
thousands.

thing that can be said of the spectacle 
is that it was witnessed in dead si- 
lence. From all those thousands there 
was no acclaim, no suggestion of a 
cheer. 
They simply gazed and won- 


dered and admired, speechless. The 
roar of the falls was the only accom- 
paniment for the show. 


In the beginning all the power of the 


fifty 
searchlights was concentrated 


upon the American falls and the Bridal 
Veil. No color showed at first and 
nothing could be a purer white than 
that huge wall of foam plunging 137 
feet down the face of rock. Between 
the big falls and the smaller cascade to 
the right known as the Bridal Veil, the 
naked rock stood out gray and grim, 
with every crevice revealed by the 
fearful glare" to the watchers across 
the river. 


Then a broad band of the white 


foam suddenly turned to red, with a 
rose tinted cloud of mist above it 
mingling with the white vapor. Grad- 
ually the red rays suffused the whirl- 
pool below, and then their light made 
its way up the river against the rush 
of water and climbed into the smoother 
water of the Horseshoe. 


Somebody said "a river of blood," 


but the remark wasn't as obvious as 
it might seem to have been. The ef- 
fect •was too beautiful to suggest any- 
thing horrible. 


Green, orange, blue and violet tints 


followed, and then all were blended. 
A score of rainbows spanned the river 
at the same time, shifting their arcs 
and changing their combinations of 
color as the rays were turned from 
one cloud of mist to another. 


And. finally, when the batteries were 


turned from the American to the 
Canadian falls, huge vertical prisms of 
light stalked along the heights, Illumi- 
nating a dense growth of woodland 
and appearing as so many ghosts 
among the trees.

new roads. 
This is incorrect. 
Any 


existing road may .be converted into 
a state road by using state money to 
improve it, which is permissible. 


One of the chief objections to the 


present law is that it provides for a 
reversion to the 'state treasury 
of 


money appropriated for a county if 
the county commissioners do not pro- 
vide for its use. ;B'y- the changes sug- 
gested, tire whole" amount appropriated 
would be used at some point for high- 
way improvement. The law provides 
that unless the county commissioners 
petition for their share of the state 
money, the sum allowed the county 
f=hall revert to the state treasury. The 
committee wishes that the township 
trustees be given the authority to act 
over the heads of the commissioners 
and petition for the'money themselves, 
provided they agree to pay the coun- 
ty's share. The committee also wishes 
the law amended so that if neither the 
commissioners nor trustees 
ask for 


the money, the county appropriation 
shall not revert to the state treasury, 
but be applied to building or maintain- 
ing roads in other counties. 


The legislature will 
be asked to 


make 
an appropriation for 1908 of 


$5000 for each county, irrespective of 
size or population, as it is believed 
the richer counties should help 
the 


poorer. 
Under the present law it is 


provided that the state snail pay 25 
per cent, the county 50 per cent, the 
township 10 per cent and 
abutting 


property owners 15 per cent of the cost 
of building state roads. 
The legisla- 


ture will be asked to change this ap- 
portionment so that the state shall pay 
50 per cent and the county 25 per cent. 


Some change will also be recom- 


mended relating to road commission- 
ers. The state law now provides that 
there shall not be more than four road 
commissioners in a township. 
The 


committee wishes that the limitation 
be removed, so that the township trus- 
tees may appoint as many as they 
| think necessary and make the dis- 
tricts as smfil! T,S will br compatible 
with the best possible maintenance of 
the roads.

ed by the candidates. 
In Nebraska 


after the nominations are made, one 
delegate from each county meets at 
the state capital at a certain day and 
hour, and these delegates select the 
state central committee (the district 
meetings consisting of one delegate 
from each county of the senatorial dis- 
trict), instead of the delegates from 
each congressional district, as is the 
case in Ohio. This convention of one 
delegate from each county also pro- 
mulgates the platform and declares 
the result of the primary election. 
It 


has been found to work well so far 
and the people appear to like the in- 
novation. It is the nomination of a 
state ticket by a pure primary, 
in 


which every voter in the state has a 
voice."

but tentatively rejected, it being un- 
derstood tbal while they 
were the 


proper thing in a way they did not 
cover the insurance question as it ex- 
ists in Ohio. It is believed that when 
tho bills are prepared for the legisla- 
ture the entire scries of measures pro- 
posed by the committee of 15 will be 
substantially approved, and a detei^- 
mined effort made to incorporate them 
into law.

XENIA'S LOSS $90,000. 


Depressing Experience of an Ohio City 


With Municipal Lighting. 


In response to an inquiry in regard 


to the municipal electric light plant 
Mayor Brennan of Xenia, O., writes as 
follows: 


'The city paid upward of §21,000 


for a light plant, and the cost of run- 
ning the same was at the rate of $103 
per lamp. The plant was badly run, 
the operating of the same being in the 
hands of a committee of councilmen 
who were inexperienced and, of course, 
drawing no salaries, did not give it the 
proper attention. All they got out of 
the sale of the works was $2,500. The 
city afterward entered into a contract 
with a private corporation, and the 
price now paid per lamp is $63." 


Another authority states that the 


amount ultimately invested in the 
plant was .-535,000 and that the loss 
•when it was sold, together with the ex- 
cess cost of operation over -what the 
lighting would have cost by contract, 
amounted to more than §90,000; in 
other words, that that sum represents 
the cost of the experiment

vestigate more closely. 
The name of 


the party influences many votes and 
that is one bad feature. 


At the primaries the man getting 


the greatest vote and the one getting 
the second largest \ote will have 
their names on the ballot. If a city 
is badly governed it is the fa-ult of 
the electors. Nominate 
good 
men 


and you are sure of good men being 
elected. Do away with the partisan- 
ship. 


In state oi' municipal elections the' 


names ot the condidates will be_filed 
with the sec;2lary of state 30 days 
before election. 
In the county elec- 


tions the names Will r>e filed with the 
board of election's. A petition from 
the voters will put the name of a can- 
didate on the ticket. Another feature 
will be, all ballots' will be preserved 
for 30 days.

EDDINGS are celebrated the year 


around, for in this enlightened 
new century of ours there is 


little or no belief reposed in the old- 
time superstition that ill or good luck 
•will befall a. couple according as they 
choose an unpropitious or traditionally 
fortunate 'season in -which to pledge 
their marriage vows. 
Fashion,' how- 


ever, decrees in favor of spring or aut- 
vUmn. when the weather is apt to be 
mild and sunshiny and the flowers are 
in full glory, and June and October, 
for- this reason, are par excellence the 
favorite bridal months in the twelve. 
The Lenten 
days ' form usually the 


only period when no weddings of any 
splendor are ever celebrated. 


A tradition; that is the outgrowth of 


ancient superstitious fear, still main- 
tains the unluckiness" of Friday; but 
all other days of the week, save Sun- 
day, seem equally favored byv brides. 
And any hour between half-past ten in 
the morning .and nine^at night is per- 
fectly fitting'to celebrate, -with a great- 
er or less degree of conventional pomp 
and (circumstance, the plighting of 
marriage vows. 


Weddings that take place 
before 


twelve o'clock are, as a rule, however, 
small family affairs, conducted at that 
hour to facilitate the departure of the 
bride and groom on a suddenly planned 
journey, or because mourning or ill- 
ness prevents more elaborate recogni- 
tion of the occasion. 


A wedding of the extremest fashion 


is usually celebrated at high noon, or 
twelve o'clock precisely, in imitation 
of the English custom, 
though 
the 


greater number of marriages every 
season occur in the afternoon. 
All 


things considered, society has chosen 
wisely- in favor of the marriage sol- 
emnized between three and six o'clock 
of an autumn or spring afternoon, 
when ,the majority 
of invited guests 


are at leisure to appear at the church, 
when an easily conducted reception can 
succeed the ceremony, and when ample 
time is afforded 
the bride and her 


mother to prepare every detail of the 
designed entertainment. 


Night -weddings are neither so fash- 


ionable nor so frequent now as in" 
former times, for the very good rea- 
son that the}- are not so easily nor 
effectively managed as day weddings. 


PROPER FOOD FOR CANARIES

The mil- 
let and maw seed are less apt to be 
old. Maw seed, by the- way, is seed of 
the o^ium-poppy, but lacks wholly the 
narcotic properties of the milky juice 
which runs out when the seed-heads 
are cut, and, after it hardens, is gath- 
ered as opium. 


Her%p-seed should 
be given very, 


very sparingly; it is so fattening it 
causes the bird to moult out of sea- 
son, and hence to stop singing. 
Sugar 


and cake are 
objectionable for the 


same reason, though both may be given 


_ now and then by way of reward for an 


especially sweet song. 
Still, a bjt of 


ripe apple or fig. either fresh or dry, 


by the chorister. 


Every day suspend something green 


in 
the 
cage—either 
lettuce, 
chick- 


weed, dandelion, watercress, pepper- 
grass, or plantain. 
Take care that 


none of the greens have grown near 
poison-weeds; 
very 
little 
poison 


makes an end of a bird. A small pod 
of cayenne pepper, with leave to pick 
out seeds of it at will, is not only a 
treat to canaries, but to any sort of 
cage-birds, and also helps to keep them 
well. 


A 
little 
hard-boiled 
egg-yellow, 


lightly dusted with cayenne, is good 
for canaries, iraj, once a week or once 
a fortnight. 
Once a week is best if 


they are rearing young, also in the 
moulting season. 
Keep a cuttle-fish 


bar always within reach. This supplies 
what salt the bird needs, besides af- 
fording lime to repair bone-waste and 
build up egg-shells. 
If a bird looks 


droopy, and the cage bottom shows 
signs of diarrhoea, pour boiling water 
upon twenty grains of unground black 
pepper, steep to a strongish tea. then 
soak a bit of stale bread in the tea. 
and feed the bird with it.

way is to dust a strip of very fat snlt 
pork vitli ground pepper, either black 
or cayenne and hang it in the cage,

saucer, to drink the remainder directly 
from the cup 
To dip up a •spoonful of 


soup and blow upon it, in order to re- 
duce the tempeiature, is a habit that 
should be confined to nursery days 
And in taking soup it Is best to dip it 
up with an outward motion rather than 
by drawing the spoon toward one. 


Liquids are imbibed from the side, 


not the end, of the spoon. 


The foods eaten with a spoon are 


grape fruit and fruit salads, small and 
large fruits when served with %cream, 
hot puddings and custards, jellies, por- 
ridges and preserves and hard or soft 
boiled eggs.

wound very clean. Lock-jaw, the thing 
which makes cuts and bruises danger- 
ous, comes from a bacillus that abides 
in dirt and grime. The toy-pistol mor- 
tality after the Fourth of July is due 
to the fact that the small boys who 
got hurt by their pistols have com- 
monly very dirty hands. A dry wound 
—that is, one that bleeds very little—- 
is much more dangerous than one 
which bleeds freely. 
Sucking such a 


wound is the best means of instant 
cleansing. 
Before 
dressing such

wound, wash it very well with sur- 
geon's soap and tepid water, and paint 
with a camel's hair brush dipped in 
very weak carbolic acid.

EEP syrups cool and dark, other- 


wise, the;.- are liable to grain a 
good deal. Glass is best to hold 


them. 
Next comes new tin. 
Earthen- 


ware sometimes gives a heavy taste, 
but will answer if jugs are new and 
clean. A jug used for wine or vinegar 
Is unfit for syrup; almost infallibly the 
syrup will get a tang of the former 
contents. 


Put dried fruit either Into glass Jars 


or burlap bags, and keep It dry and 
warm. 
Examine it 
frequently for 


worms; If they are found, scald th« 
fruit two minutes, after picking out 
all the visibly wormy pieces, drain 
well, and dry In the oven. 
Insect 


. depredation* may be. In large measure, 


prevented by laying the dried fruit 
bags upon a grating' several inches 
above the range, or setting the jars 
containing it in a warm oven, for ten 
to twenty minutes about every fort- 


night. 


Rice, cereals and crackers all need to 


be kept as dry as possible. 
Warmth 


hurts none of them; thus they are 
best placed on high shelves. Put cer- 
eals bought In bulk into doubls burlap 
bags; it is stronger than cheese cloth, 
yet admits air nearly as well. Crack- 
ers keep best In their original pack- 
ages. If they are bought loose, store 
them in a tin or paper box, lined all 
inside with water-proof paper.
